The Massachusetts. Legislature has 
undertaken the enactment of a law 
which shall put it out of the power ol 
Trusts to restrict their customers to the 
purchase of Trust goods exclusively. 
A bill aimed directly at the American 
and Continental Tobacco Companies 
was passed to its third reading in the 
lower House on April 17th by the 
overwhelming vote of 174 to 8. There 
can be no valid reason urged agaiust 
the passage of such a measure, not 
only in Massachusetts but in every 
other Btate. Jobbers should be privi- 
leged to buy their supplies from whom 
they choose; but it's a safe l et that 
they'll always buy from the manu- 
facturer who sells at the lowest price. 
Their dislike to the Trust will never 
induce them to pay an individual 
manufacturer M of a cent per pound 
more than the Tobacco Trust asks. 
The same applies to the consumer, 
who will .'all over his neighbor in hi- 
rush to buy a Trust-made article if he 
can get it a cent cheaper than he can 
from an anti-Trust manufacturer. 
After all, the clamor for "cheap" 
things is the evil of the hour, fur 
cheapness is always at the expense of 
excellence, whether applied to labor, 
material, machinery, merchandise.
